It is further noted that the subject is a writer for 
the "New Yorker" magazine# 

It does not appear, therefore, in view of the above factors, that an 
interview with this subject is warranted and authority for such an interview is 
being denied since it is doubtful that the results to be obtained warrant the 
risk involved# 


Furthermore, you are instructed to place this investigation in a closed 
status, but you should be alert to advise the Bureau of any information which you 
may receive concerning the subject which would justify further investigation.

/j&QMM, ' Bennington College'Gampus, Bennington, Vermont, and according to 
informants, is not visibly employed. However, reports indicate that the 
subject is employed as a writer for the **New Yorker” magazine. The subject 
and his wife are of the white race. 

Records of the Bridgeport, Con necti cut *J&e di t/Ra t i ng Bureau 
indicate that the subject is married to SHIRLEJpj^CKSON^^ who is 
reportedly a free-lance writer who writes under 'the name of SHIRLEY JACKSON 
and that she has a contract for stories with the “Good Housekeeping 11 magazine. 

Reports ..i n the possession of the Albany Of fice fail to indicate 
that t he sub ject _is^connected w with._the Com munist Fartyl^Hc^Y ff ^^ has Be en 
repo'rteT'that ,the subject, an instructor in folklore and literature, was”" 
list ed for, a s p ecial , w eekend, cours e... at, . the , Samuel A dams School, Boston, 
Massachus ett s, ,( dates^not^ind ica ted ) . 

The Samuel Adams School was cited by the Attorney General as 
coming within the purview of Executive Order 9835. 

The subject, according to an informant, was a me mber of the League 
o f American Writers as of February 3> 1950. The League of American WrrEers 
was cited by~ the^A't'tor ney ~Gene r al” asTl^min g within the purview of Executive 
Order 9835. 

The subject has n o official capacity at the Samuel Adams Sch ool 
or in the League^of American Writers, according to reportiT^ 
of tHe^Albany Office.

Reports failed to indicate that the subject* s wife, SHIRLEY, has 
been a member of the Communist Party or affiliated with any subversive 
groups. 

There is no indication in the Albany files that any relatives of 
the subject or of the subject’s wife are members of the Communist Party or

Reports in the possession of the Albany Off ice* failed to reflect 
any information relative to any defection, expulsions, inactivity, and 
present sympathies of the subject or of the subject’s wife* 

Referenced New York letter suggests that if Bureau authority is 
obtained to interview HYMAN, He should be questioned about his own individual 
case, as well as security matters in general. New York also suggested that 
subject not be asked specific a questions in respect to either BERNSTEIN or 
BRANDT at this original interview unless he volunteers information concerning 
these individuals in which case this information should be accepted and, if 
possible, discreetly explored during the original interview. *’ 

Sources of information in the Bennington, Vermont, area have no 
information relative to the subject's being engaged in any CP or subversive 
activities since his arrival at North Bennington, Vermont*
